Response to Arguments 

Applicants' election of Invention Group II, apparatus claims 63-74 and 80-96, in the 
response filed on 1 1/19/2010 is acknowledged. 

Upon further consideration, the new examiner considers that both the apparatus and 
method claims include different embodiments of process chamber in Figs. 2-5 and Figs. 1 1-14 as 
well as different control system in Fig. 2, 8, and 10. 

Applicants are free to elect on the following Species in either Invention Group I and II 
without being bound to the previous election. 

Election/Restrictions
